24. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1, wherein the 
pharmaceutical composition is formulated to have a prolonged duration of action. 

25. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 24, wherein the 
prolonged duration of action is at least about three weeks. 

26. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1, wherein the 
pharmaceutical composition further comprises an additive selected from the group consisting of 
carboxymethyl celluloses, glycosaminoglycans, pentosan polysulfate, and hepari n, and heparin 
like compounds . 

27. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1, wherein the 
subject has a condition selected from the group consisting of urge incontinence, cystitis, 
bladder dysfunction of multiple sclerosis, benign prostatic hyperplasia, myelomeningocele, 
spinal cord injury, dementia where antimuscarinic medications are contraindicated, 
parkinsonism, and inability to tolerate systemic effects of antimuscarinic medications. 
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
